HYACINTHS. 


Tur Hyacinth can be planted in the open ground from October 
to eember, or so long as the ground remains open, and the bulbs 
sound. 

Soil-and Planting in Borders. — Any good garden soil with a 
mixture of sand, well decomposed manure and leaf mould will 
answer, taking care to place a little sand about the base of the bulb, 
planting them two or three inches deep, according to size; before 
Ne frost sets in the bed should be covered with manure or decayed 
leaves. 

In Pots. — Plant in thoroughly prepared soil, placing the bulb 
So that its point shall remain just above the surface of the soil, 
leaving this about three quarters of an inch lower than the rim of 
each pot to admit of judicious watering during the season of bloom, 

Por a succession of bloom they can be potted weekly from Sep- 
tember to January. After potting, place in a cool dark frame or 
cellar, covering the pots to the depth of a few inches with tan or 
leaf mould, and encourage a proper root development before they 
commence their growth, which will require from six to eight weeks, 
when they can be xemoved to a warm’ room, watering sparingly 
until the flower stem deyelopes. 

In Water. — When grown in glasses, the bulbs should be go 
placed that only the base of each touches the water, then placed in 
a closet or side recess, kept cool and screened from the light until 
the roots are considerably developed, after which they can be 
exposed to the sunlight. Many of the fine single flowered varieties 
of Hyacinths are more effective than the double ones, and asa 
general rule, succeed better than the latter in glasses,
